jThERE is not an Englifli Antiquary, or Hiftorian, that has not defcanted 
oa the value of thefe Records, that has not given' pretended Extradls fron> 
thefe Autographs, and enlarged on the Accuracy of the Report, which is^ 
enregiftered in thefe volumes. It is univerfally allowed, that no Nation ia 
Eurppe pofTefles Documents of equal Authenticity, Antiquity, and Ac- 
curacy ; but, ftrange as it may appear, we affert, without fear of contra- 
di(5tion, that there never exifted Books or Manufcripts fo little underftood,. 
that there never was found a Record fo inaccurately illuftrated, or a Syftem* 
to regulate Judicial DecificMis, on which the Common Law of a great and 
polifhed Kingdom depends, that has been fo little invefligated. 

The Government oi this Realm has indeed attempted to ^\vt fatisfaftory^ 
Information to the Statefman, the Lawyer, the Antiquary, and Hiftorian,.

for the Prefs ; fo that this invaluable Survey of South-Britain has been 

truly decyphered, but, to the generality of Englifhmen, or even Latin 
Scholars, it is ftill ufelefs and unintelligible, from the peculiarities of its 

Style, and the number of its Contradlions. 

It was the Tranflators original intention to have given the Subftance of the 
Book of Domesday in Maps of each County, Topographical Tables, 
arranged according to Hundreds, Rapes, or Manours, and an appropriate 
History of every City, Borough, or Town, as ftated in this Autograph, 
with collateral, hiftoric, and legal Information, derived from other authentic 
Sources, to the reign of Edward Ift.

He 
had fufni(hed the Commiffioners delegated for this Inveftigation, with nume- 
witf legal and civil Queftions, which were all regularly entered in the Roll,

and to each of which a feparate and diftindt Anfwer was returned, from each 
Hundred and County-Court. Fortunately for Britifh Hiftory, and the In- 
veftigator of our antient Laws and Cufloms, (if our Legiflature, or the Society 
of Antiquaries, inftantly embrace the opportunity of having thefe almoft 
perifhed Rolls decyphered), the Surveys of four Counties, Lincoln, Oxford, 
Huntingdon, and Cambridge, have been difcovered in the Records of the 
Tower of London. But many parts of thefe are at prefent almofl illegible; 
the Parchment and Writing are both brown, only of different fhades, and being 
in Rolls, not bound in Volumes, as Domefday, thefe Surveys expofed conti- 
nually to the air will foon perifh, and their lofs may hereafter be juflly regretted 
by Britons even more than the volumes of Livy. The importance of thefe 
Rolls is much increafed by their conflant reference to preceding Placita, entered 
imder the head of Calumniatores in Domefday, and as regularly confolidating 
the Links of the Saxon, Norman, and Roman Law into one Body, from the 
reign of Edward the ConfefTour, in 1066, (in fome inflances from the reign 
of Cnut,) through the fuccefiive Nornun Princes, till the adoption of the 
Roman Code, by this wife, learned, and magnanimous Prince, at the con- 
clufion of the thirteenth Century. For an opulent and enlightened nation, 
whofe Statefmen and Lawyers are Princes, to negleft an opportunity of re- 
covering fuch a Surveys of Jour Counties, at this aera, (perhaps more might 
be difcovered,) will juflly attach an eternal fligma to their name in the fight 
of pofterity.

DOVER *, in the time of King Edward, rendered eighteen pounds, of 
which fum, Edward had two portions, and Earl Godwin a third. Be- 
fides this, the Canons of St. Martin had another moiety. The Burgefles 
provided twenty ihips for the Monarch once each year for fifteen days, and in 
each (hip Were twenty-one men. They rendered this fervice becaufe the King 
had liberated them from • Sac and Soc. When the Meffengers of the Monarch 
came to this port, they paid three-pence in winter, and two-pence in fummer, 
for the tranfportation of a horfe ; but the Burgefles found a pilot, and another 
afliftant; and if more were required, they were fumifhed at the Royal expence. 
From the Feftival of St. Michael to St. Andrew, the Royal Peace was 
cftabliflied in the villajge. Whoever violated this, the Superintendant of the 
Monarch received the common forfeiture.

Every refident inhabitant, that rendered the Royal ^ cuAoms, was quit of 
Toll throughout the Realm of England. All thefe cuftoms exifted, when 
King William came to this country. At his firft arrival, this village was 
deftroyed by fire ; and therefore its value could not be eftimatcd, or its worth 
afcertained, when the Bifhop of Baieux received it. At the prefent period it 
is valued at forty pounds, yet the Mayor pays fifty- four pounds. To the 
Monarch twenty-four pounds, of twenty pence, in the Ore ; to the Earl 
thirty pounds in tale. In Dover there are twenty-nine manfions, of which 
the King has loft the cuftomary payments. Of thefe Robert Romney has 
two, Ralph Crookthorn three, William Fitz-tydald one, William Fitz-oger 
one, William Fitz-tedold and Robert Black fix, William Fitz-geofFrey three, 
in which was a Guild-hall of Burgefles. Hugh Montfort has one houfe, 
Durand one, Ralph ColvUk oae, Wadard fix, Fitz-modbert one, and all thefe 
appeal to the Bilhop of Baieux as their Protedtor, Deliverer, and Giver. 

Of the manfion which Ralph Colville Qccupies^ that was the property of an 
exile, it is * agreed, that one half of it appertains to the Monarch. Roger 
of Wefterham eredted a certain houfe upon the King's water, and has held 
to the prefent period the regal cuftoms. This houfe exifted not in the reig^ of 
Edward. There is a miH at the entrance of the harbour of Dover, which 
wrecks almoft every fhip by the violence of the tides current ; and occafions 
great damage to the Sovereign and his ftibjecfts. It exifted not in the days of 
Ae Confeffour. Oh this fubjedt the nephew of Herbert declares, that the 
Bifhop of Baieux granted permiffion to his uncle Herbert Fitzwiva for the 
credtion of it.

If any perfon make a fence, or a ditch, by which the Royal road is nar- 
rowed ; or cut down a ftanding tree to crofs the way ; or bear away a bough 
or a branch ; for each mifdemeanour he (hall forfeit to the King one hundrei^ 
fliilhngs : and if he (hall proceed home without failure or b^il, yet the Officer 
of the Monarch fhall purfue him, and he Oiall compenfate with one hundred 
(hillings. If any one violates our eflabliihed ' Laws ; and was attached on the 
high-way ; or had given bail for his lappearance i he (hall make amends to tht 
King with eight pounds • But if he is not undei: the cognizance of the King, 
he is ftill refponfible to his ^ Lord for other forfeitures^ ^i of Grith-bfeak, 
and fhall make amends with one hundred (hiilitigt. 

The King has the fubfequent forfeitures oVer all thi^ ^ sJlodial t^titotiS 6f 
the whole County of Kent, and their Knights or Dependants : ind when an 
allodial tenant dies, the King has relief from the land, except the land of the 
Holy Trinity, St. Augufl:ine, and St. Martin, Godric of Bourne, and Godric 
Carlefone, and Alnod Cilt *", and Sbem Commiflary, and S irct o f Chilham, 
and Turgis, and Norman, and Azqr. Of thefe, the KingT at prefent, parti- 
cipates only of the forfeitures relative to capital offences, and receives relirf 
from the lands of thofe, who enjoy their appropriate Courts for Fines and 
Suit. And of thefe lands, ' Gofe/aches, Buckland, a feccmd, and third Bucklafidf, 
and Hurft, and one yoke of ore, Scbfldrkebam^ Macbe^eve^ Emulfiiant^ 
OJlachitone, two Peries, Brulege, Ofpring, Horton, the King has thefe firf- 
feitures ; intrin(ic ^ fervices of ploughing and others, the violation of the 
peace, and extrinlic fuit. Throughout the whole county of Kent, except the 
diftri(fts appertaining to the Holy Trinity, St. Auguftin6's» and St. Martin's,

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an adulteter is the property of the Crown, an adiiltrefs of the Archbifliop. 
— The king has half the chattels of a condemned felon. — ^The receiver of an 
exile, returned without the King's permiflion, is at his mercy. — From the 
lands before recited of Alnod Cilt, and his Peers, the Sovereign is guarded, 
fix days at Canterbury, or at Sandwich ; and the men receive provifions and 
liquor at the Monarch's charge. Should they be not fupplied, they may 
return without forfeiture. If thefe Peers were fummoned to a Shire-mote or 
Aflize, they fliall attend at Pinneden, but at no place more diftant. Should 
they hot attend, they fhall forfeit to the King, for this and other offences, one 
hundred (hillings, except the violation of the King's peace, which is com- 
penfated af eight pounds.

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Edward the Prebendaries were common, and produced fixty-one pounds in 
the whole. They are now feparated by the Bifhop of Baieux.

He has there 
three villains and four bondfmen, with one plough ; its total modern value is 
feventy fhillings, its ^ antient was one hundred. Lewin held this Prebend. 
In the fame village, William Fitz-oger holds one fowling; and has there 
one villain and feven bondfmen, with "^ half a plough, and one mill of forty 
(hillings value. Here a certain Foreigner has one plough. The fame William 
holds a monaftery in Dover from the ' Bifliop, and pays him * eleven (hillings.

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. * In the CiTV of Canterbury King Edward had * fifty-one Burgeffes 
paying Rent, and two hundred and twelve others rendering Suit and Service 
to his Court, and three Mills of forty (hillings. At the prcfent period, the 
Burgeffes yielding Rent are nineteen. Of the thirty-two others, eleven of 
their ^ habitations were deftroyed in the Fofse of the City, the Archbilhop 
has feven, and the Abbot of St. Auftin's fourteen, for exchange of the Caftle; 
the two hundred and twelve Burgeffes, under the immediate jurifdidtion of 
the King, continue the fame number; the three Mills produce one hundred and 
eight (hillings, and the Toll yields fixty-eight (hillings. There are eight 
acres of Meadow, which formerly appertained to the ^ Lieutenants of the 
Monarch, they now yield a rental of fifteen (hillings ; and a thoufand acres 
of unprodudtive ** Wood, which is rented at twenty-four (hillings. . The 
total value under the Confeflbur was fifty-one pounds ; it continued at fuch 
fum when Haimo Vifcount received it ; at the prefent period it is eftimated 
at fifty pounds, yet its Mayor now pays thirty pounds of pure filver,- and 
lawful * weight, and twenty-four pounds in tale.

Throughout the whole City of Canterbury the King had Suit and Ser- 
vice of Court, except in the diftrifts of the Holy Trinity, and St. Auftin, 
and Queen Eddiva, and Alnod Cilt, and Sbern Commiflary, and Seward of 
Chilham. It is * fettled relative to the high roads that pafs through the City, 
that whoever commits violence therein fliall fatisfy the King. In like manner 
of the high roads without the city, for one league, three perches and three 
feet. If any one therefore in thefe public ways, within the City, or without, 
fliall dig a trench, or ered: a paling, the Officer of the King fliall follow 
him, whitherfoever he fleeth, and fliall receive fatisfadlion for the King's 
ufe. The Archbifliop claims the forfeiture^ in the roads without the City 
on every fide within his own territories. 

A certain Mayor, in the time of King Edward, by name Bruman, coUeiSed 
Cuftoms from foreign Merchants in the diftridls of the Holy Trinity and 
St. Auftin. In the reign of William, this man acknowledged, in the pre- 
fence of Lanfranc, Archbifliop, and the Bifliop of Baieux, that he had re- 
ceived them unjuftly, and fwore, on the Sacraments, that thefe Churches 
were exonerated from all Cufl:oms in the time of the Confeflbur. From^ 
this period both Churches have received their own Cuftoms within their 
territory, by the judgment of the * Barons who held the " Flea.

In Woe HINGES Hundred — King William has feventy-five houfes in 
Gildeford'', in which one hundred and feventy-five men refide. In the time 
of King Edward they produced eighteen pounds and three-pence. It is now 
eftimated at thirty pounds, yet it yields thirty-two pounds. Ralph, Clerk, 
has three of the aforefaid houfes, where fix men refide, and the faid Ralph' 
has Sac and Soc (or Suit and Service) of them, unlefs the common general 
Land-tax is levied in this diftridt, from which no man is exempt. If one of 
his Homagers commits any trefpafs in the village, and efcapes into his 
Borough P, the Bailiff of the King receives no forfeiture. But if he was 
challenged in the diftrift, and found bail for his appearance, then recompence 
is made to the King. Stigand, Archbifhop, held thefe houfes by fuch tenure. 

Ralph, Vifcount, has one houfe, which to this day he has held of the 
Bifhop of Baieux. The Jurors teftify, that it is not attached to any Manour, 
but that the tenant, in the reign of the ConfeflTour, gave it to Tovi, the Bailiff 
of the village,, as a recompence for a forfeiture. 

There is another houfe which the Bailiff of the Bifhop of Baieux holds as 
of the Manour of Bronlei. Relative to this the Jurors of the County affirm, 
that he has no other right to it, except that the Bailiff of the village received 
under his prote<5tion a certain widow, whofe houfe it was, and therefore the 
Bifhop attached it to his Manour of Bronlei^ and the King even to this day 
has lofl the cuflomary fervices, but the Bifhop has received them. 

The Jurors affirm alfo concerning another houfe, included in Bronlei on 
this account alone, that the Bailiff of that village was a friend of the man's 
who pofTefTed the houfe, and after his death annexed it to the Manour of 
Bronlei. 

Walerann alfo laid claim to a houfe, of which King Edward had the cuf- 
tomary Services, againfl a certain Homager. For the prefent Othbert holds 
. it with Suit and Service, as he reports, by the authority of King William.

There is one 
plough in the demefne, and thirty-three villains and nine bondfmen having 
twenty ploughs. Here is a Church, to which Olbern is induced, a mill of 
eleven (hillings and four-pence, thirty-two acres of meadow, and a wood of 
one hundred and thirty-three hogs. Walter Fitz-Other holds three roods of 
this diftrid. A Forefter held this moiety in the time of King Edward, and 
it was liberated from the jurifdidiion of this Manour by King Edward.

In the 
reign" of irhe Confeflbur and fubfequently it was valued at twelve pounds, it 
is now eftimated at fifteen pounds, yet the tenant pays fifteen pounds of lawful 
money of juft weight, and the Vifcount receives twenty-five (hillings. 

In Brixistan Hundred — ^The King \io\ds Bermu?idefye. Earl Harold held 
it. It was then alTefled at thirteen hides, it is now rated at twelve. The 
arable is eight plough-lands. There is one plough in the demefne, and 
twenty-five villains and thirty-three bondfmen have four ploughs. Here a 
new and beautiful Church is eredled, and there are twenty acres of meadow^ 
and a wood yielding five hogs of pannage, thirteen ** Burgejfes in London^

There are two ploughs in the demefne, and fifty- 
fix villains and thirteen bondfmen have eighteen ploughs. Here is a Church, 
two mills of fixty (hillings, ten acres of meadow, and a wood of eighty 
hogs.

of Edward and King William, as the Jurors of the Hundred, teftify. He 
appeals to the Bi(hop of Baieux, as his Protedlor, and the Bailiff of Odo 
refufes to put in his plea on this point. 

In Waletone Hundred — ^The King holds Waktone in Domain. In the 
time of the Confeflbur it was afTefTed at eleven hides, and it is now rated at 
fuch quantity. The arable is eleven plough-lands. There is one plough in 
the demefne, and fifteen villains and fourteen bondfmen with ten ploughs. 
Here are three Minifters, two mills of thirty (hillings, eight acres of meadow, 
and a wood lying in Kent. — Richard of Tunbridge holds a rood-land with a 
wood of this Manour, which he took from a Ruftic (or Ceorle) who refided 
there. This now pays an annual rent of ten (hillings to the Vifcount. The 
entire Manour in the time of King Edward was valued at fifteen pounds, it 
is now eftimated at ten. 

In Cherchefelle Hundred — ^The King holds Cherchefelle in Domain. 
Queen Eddid held it. It was then a(re(Ied at thirty-ieven hides and an half.

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It is now rated at thirty-four hides, for the King's ' Works and *Services. 
The quantity of arable is not recorded. There are three ploughs in the 
demefhe, and iixty-feven villains and eleven bondfmen have twenty-fix ploughs: 
Here are two mills of twelve fhillings, dedud): two-pence, tw;elve acres of 
meadow, and a wood whofe pannage yields one hundred and forty hogs, 
and herbage forty-three hogs. It is now valued at forty pounds, and pays 
fuch fum.

It was a Farm of King Edward's. It was then affcffed at thirty-nine hides, 
it is now not rated at all. The arable is thirty-two plough-lands. There 
are two ploughs in the demefne, and eighty-fix villains and fourteen bondf- 
men with twenty-five ploughs. Here is a Church, two Minifters, five mills 
of twenty (hillings, two filheries of ten (hillings, and a third fifliery very 
produftive, but free from rent. Here are forty acres of meadow, and a 
wood of fix hogs. It has been conftantly valued at thirty pounds for the laft 
twenty years. Of the villains of this diftridt Humphrey the Chamberlain 
retained one under his immediate fuperintendance for the fake of • fpinning 
and weaving the wool of the Queen, who ftill holds by this tenure. From 
him the Chamberlain receives thirty (hillings, for relief at the deadi of his 
father. 

In CoPEDEDORNE Hundred — ^The King holds Etwelle in Domain. In the 
reign of the Confe(rour it was aiTefifed at fixteen hides, dedufl one rood-land. 
It is now fiurmed at thirteen hides and an half. The quantity of arable is 
not recorded. There is a plough in the demefne, and forty-eight villains 
and four bondfmen with fifteen ploughs. Here are two mills of ten (hillings, 
fourteen acres of meadow, and a wood of one hundred hogs, and of herbage 
eleven hogs. In the time of King Edward it was valued at twenty pounds, 
it has fince been eftiipated at fixteen, at which fum it is now appreciated, 
yet it pays twenty-five pounds. — ^The Jurors rf the Hundred teftify that two 
hides and a rood-land have been alienated from this Manour, which were 
attached to it in the reign of Edward ; but that the Bailiffs accommodated 
their friends with thefe, a dingle of wood, and a croft. The Church of

Here are fix 
Minifters, a mill of forty-pence, three acres of meadow, and a wood of 
thirty hogs. In the reign of the ConfeflTour it was valued at fifteen pounds, 
at a fubfequent eftimate ten, it is now appreciated at twenty, yet it yields 
thirty pounds. The villains of this diftrift are exonerated from thofe Services 
and cuftomary Payments to the Vifcount ' which are required from the Royal 
Manours in general. Of the land of this Manour the Bifhop (of Baietix) 
has unjuftly annexed half an hide to his Manour of Bronlei, and flill retains 
it.

It was then zStSkd at nine hides, though there were in reality fixteen 
hides. It is now exempt from the Land-tax. The arable is fourteen plough- 
lands. There are two ploughs in the demefne, and nineteen villains with 
fix bondfmen have twelve ploughs. Here is a Church, fix Minifters, two 
mills of ten (hillings, three acres of meadow, and a wood of fifty hogs. 
Fifteen pounds have been the conftant value in the reign of the Confe(rour, 
at the time it was transfered, and at the prefent day. — ^The King has three 
roods in Wodetone Hundred in his Domain, which are fituatcd in EJJtre^ 
and there eftimated.

There are two ploughs in 
the denicfne, and thirty-eight villains and thirteen bondfmen have fourteen 
ploughs. Here is a Church, four Minifters, and three mills of fifteen fh^lings 
and four-pence, with three acres of meadow, and a wood yielding fifty 
hogs of pannage, and thirty-eight hogs of herbage. * It has been valued at 
eighteen pounds in the reign of the Confeffour, at the time it was transfered, 
and at the prefent day. One Edric who held this Manour gave two hides to 
his diughters, who could change their refidence and choofe their Patron at 
pleafure. Of thefe, Richard of Toriebrigge has one hide, which is not at- 
atached to any Manour, where he has one plough in the'demefne, with a 
bondfman, a mill for the ufe of the Hall, and an acre of meadow. Herfrid 
Tiolds the other hide from the Bifhop of Baieux.

There are three ploughs 
in the demefne, and fifty villains and twenty-nine bondfmen with nineteen 
ploughs. Here are two Minifters, three mills of forty-one (hilling and eight- 
pence, twenty-five acres of meadow, and a wood of one hundred hogs. In 
the reign of King Edward it was valued at twcnty-five pounds, fubfe- 
quently at twenty. It is now eftimated at thirty pounds in tale, yet it 
yields thirty pounds of juft and lawful weight and pure filver. — Ralph 
Flambard holds the Church of this Manour, to which three hides are attached.

Here is one villain, a boodfman, fixteen acres of meadow, and a wood 
of five hogs. Forty (hillings were the old value, and fuch is the prefent 
. eftimate. When the Bi(hop feized this land, the Jury of the Hundred teftify 
that it was not delivered to him by an Officer or Writ of the Monarch. 

In Chingestun Hundred — ^Wadard holds Ditone of the Bi(hop. Leuegar 
held it of Harold, arid was his Homager, but he could transfer his land to 
what perfon he pleafed. When he died he divided this diftrid: to his three 
. fons in the time of King Edward. It was then a(rc!(red at fix hides, it is now 
now rated at two hides and an half. The arable is two plough-lands. Here 
is a plough and an half, four bondfmen, four domeftics, a mofety of a mill 
producing fifteen-pence, four acres of meadow, and a wood of twenty 
hogs.

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The BiQiop has in Southwark a Monaftery and ^ one tide-way. King 
Edward held them at the day of his death. The Proprietor of the Church 
held of the King. From the produce of the port, where (hips frequent, the 
King had two moieties, Earl Godwin the third. But the Norman and Englifii 
Juries of the Hundred teftify, that the Bifhop of Baieux inflitutcd a Suit 
againft Ralph the Vifcount relative to them, but the Vifcount underflanding 
that the caufe would not be condu<5ted with juftice, or to the King's ad^ 
vantage, did not attend the Court. The Bifhop however gave the Church and 
tide- way firft to AdeloJd, then to Ralph in exchange for a houfe. The Vif- 
count denies ever having received the Command or Signet of the King on 
this fubjedt. The Homagers of Southwark teflify that in the reign of King 
Edward no perfon received Toll, on the Strand and the Vicinity of the River, 
except the King ; and if any one committed a trefpafs there and was challenged^ 
he made compenfation to the King ; but if he returned to the jurifdiAion of 
the Lord to whom he owed Suit and Service without being challenged, the 
Liord received fatisfadlion from the o£^der. The Homagers of Southwark 
« have claimed a houfe . and ijts toll as a moiety of the Farm (or Manour) of

Before Harold occupied it, it was alfcffed at twenty-feven hides, 
afterwards it was reduced to fixteen by Harold's authority ; but the Jury of 
the Hundred teftify, that they never faw or heard of any Writ on behalf of 
the King to warrant fuch reduftion. The arable is thirteen plough-lands.
